I | Between 23 V.ay and 7 June, only Individual jet bombers were occasionally observed 

over the bombing anti firing range* In some cases, open bomb bays were seen by 

source o At 9s 15 and 9ih5 c°mo on 25 June, three jet planes carrying bombs were 
observeo crossing tne field at an altitude of about 300 raters, the cloud base 
being at about UOQ meters* 

2 0 In early July 1952, seven bundles of flare signals were oo^n at night over the 
Gadwr-Rossow bombing and firing range* According to a local resident, about 100 
men wearing black-bordered blue epaulets were quartered at Rose neck 0 They were 
assigned the mission of setting up the targets at the bombing and firing range 0 (1)

practiced firing at the Gersdorf firing range (N $3/7 l8)o Tha planes approached 
the targets individually and fired bursts of five or six rounds. This procedure 
was repeated sever a.- times* Ho KiCr-lSs have been observed dropping bombs at the

25X1 between the local! ties of Carz-Gross TTelle and lieu ctrobk m* The range covered about 
87 acres and ' ad a nodded surface 0 The contours of two four^engine aircraft marked 
by an American star were reproduced by means of white sand on the ground 0 The 
targets were 25 paces long and 31 paces wide and were marked by a white cross aw3 
a rectangle Lx5 netnrs (sic)* The area was pitted with small craters produced by 
aircraft, cannons* Source had previously observed that jet fighters practiced firing 
at this range two or three days a week* The approaches to the range were only 
blocked when filing was practiced* (3)

plane and a towed gilder from an altitude of about 500 meters over Kuhhorst* The 
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glider wan released over Btanken* (h)

On 13 June 19#, source observed that the Kremmen bombing and firing range 
extended from Krenren as far as Lineerhort and to the north as far as the 
Oranienburg canal* bhile tho range was being used, the surrounding area was 
cordoned off* Dummy villages, gun emplacements and aircraft were seen at 
the range 0 Firing and bedb release vras frequently practiced there by single 
and twin-engine aircraft, jet fighters and jet bombers* Between 10 a.m* and 
2 p c m* on 18 Jxxm 9 the range was crossed by type-27 jet bombers, which dropped 
bombs Tihile flying individually or in groups of two * The bcanb craters were foul* 
meters in diameter and about 1 1/2 meters deep* ’-hen detonating, the bombs

0 and pulled out at an altitude of 20 to 30 meters* Source observed 
that the planes involved in these practices discharged a projectile in shape and 
si kg similar to a bazooka rocket, which approached the target with a hies id', 
exploded with a loud report* The planes remained for about 20 minutes over the 
range practicing firing without interruption* After they had left tho range, 
another formation of eight planes appeared after an interval of about 30 minutes 
performing the same exercises* l-o firing practices were observed on 2? June* 

Co On 26 Juno, single -engine aircraft again practiced firing at the range* Two jot 
fighters crossed tee range and fired at targets* From C cun* to no^n and 2 to 
h p*ru on 27 Jure, e ight single-engine aircraft practiced firing at the range as 
observed on 2 4 June 0 Four twin-engine aircraft dropped herbs over the center of 
tee range o They cane down in a glide to an altitude of 300 meters, each plane 
dropping four bombs in stick bctibing* Cn 23 June, several formations of eight 
and one formation of 12 single -engine planes were seen over the range* From 7 a.m* 
to 6 p«jiu on 30 June, single -engine planes practiced at the range* The dummy 
targets observed in the middle of the bomb range represented aircraft, guns, 
motor vehicles, bridges and houses* Source found the shell nf a 20*]7im projectile 
at the field c (?)

(1) These cata sh m that the bomb range located between Fitts took and Iaers is still 
used by fighter and bomber units* Fight bombing was previously observed at this 
range* It is he3,ieved teat tee aircraft seen were IL-28 -jet bombers of the 
Northern Bomber Division* 

(2) This firing range at the edge of the Cersdorf troop training grounds near Koothen 
was once observed ih 1930 by another source* The range is apparently used by the 
fighter units in Fine#/ which are equipped with ;’iG-l?So 

(3) Information on this firing range is received for the first time* It is unlmown by 
\t lat fighter regiment the range is used 0 From its geographical location it is 
possible Hi at the fighter regiment from Y/ittstcck practices firing at tills range* 
However, according to reliable inf omati m, tills regiment practiced firing and 
bombing at the Fchweinrich and Cadow-Hoss ow ranges also* The latter field is east 
of Fitl stock* 
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\h) This air force training field is used by the fighter regiments stationed at 
FinoWo Parachuting over this field, particularly from a glider, is reported 
for the first tire fl The landing at Staaken airfield of a glider has not been ■ 
observed by one of .the regular sources covering this installation* On 19 June, 
a tv/in->enr ine plane towing a glider 7/as scon over Schcenv/alde so that sourced 
statement relative -to the p arachuting practiced from such a plane appears' 

25X1 credible o . Q The parachuting v/as possibly practiced by 

soldiers of the parachute unit located in the barracks installations north of 
boeberitz airfield <, This unit reportedly often practices parachuting at Staaken* 

(5) For location of the firing and target range, see Annex l e According; to previous 
information, this range vras exclusively used by aircraft of the ground attack 
division in boeborltz* The report that jet fighters, jet bombers and twin-engine 
planes practiced firing at the range requires confirmation and must be received 
vrith reserve* 
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
